Becaufe that Nature being remote 
from its perfection, it doth make the more 
hafte to attain ity and fets all the forces of the 
Natural Hea ee which is thea more fervent 
and boyiins) to Convert moft of the Alli- 
ment towards the growth and increafe of the 
Body. 

Queft. 2. Wherefore is it that having 2 Eyes, 
we fee neverthele{s but one only kind, or Image of 
the Obje# ? 

Anf. Even fo for having two Ears, no 
more than one and the fame found is heard; 
the Original of their Motion being the fame, 
for thefe two Organs make but one fence ; but 
yet provident Nature hath been pleafed ‘that 
one and the fame fenfe fhould have two, In- 
ftruments,.to the End, that if one fhould be 
taken from us, ‘the other might fupply the 
dciec th ereof, 

Queft. 3. Wh do not Men ftir, and. move 
their Ears a moft other Animals do ? 

Anfw. Becaufe that other Animals: have a 
great Flexibility and Volubility, Gf we may 
{fo word it)’ in the ‘Mufcles of their. Ears, by 
which they do, in part exprefs their defires: : 
But in Men fach things would-be unfervicea- 
ble, and indecent, who are able’ to exprefs 
their Conceptio ns, not only. with their 
Tongues, but alfo in other Signs, nay, even 
with their Faces when. they .are. uncovered 
And yet ‘tis faid,that the Family of the Flaccy 
in Rome aud we our felves in‘Gafcony have feen 
two Men, who. have had that movement in 
their Ears. | 

Quelt. 4. Can, we bei ander Water ? | 

Anfw, Yes. very well, as thofe that are ac- 
cuftomed to‘ dive do relate and affirm. And 
Fifhes themfe gives will flip away if a great 
Noife be made on, or near the: Water, Pliny 
relates, that there were Fithes (in the Ponds 
of the Emperogr of Rome) that wou’d come 
forth of the Water, being Called by an ac- 
cuftomed Name. 


Queft. 5 How can we perceive the Number 
of the Ficavens ? 

Anji. By two Principle means, . the one is 
by the Eclipfes, Defaults, or obferving of the 
Stars; for fince that certain Stars do Eclipfe, 
and at certain times hide froin us other Stars ; 
‘Tis acertain Arcument, that they are found 
in our View 3 And thofe that do Eclpife 
others, are in fome lower Ogb. _ For if. they 
were n ot fo, they could not hide the otheys- 
from our fichi. ‘The other Proof is drawy 
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ae the Diverfity and Difference of. the Mo- 
tions of the Heavens: For every Natutal Bo- 
dy having a proper and peculiar Motion ; 
and Neverthelefs, Divers Motions are: ob- 
ferved in the, Heavens, and a greater Number 
inthe Inferior Orbs, than in the Superior. 
Tis therefore without queftion, that the In- 
feriors do receive this Diverfity of Motions 
( befides their Natural) from the fuperior 
Orbs; And therefore there is a neceflity that 
there be as many Heavens, as there are Di- 
veriity of Motions. 


Queft. 6. Hum can we come to know, that the 
Heavens are Round? 

Anf, We may know this from many 1 rea- 
fons: The firft is, that the Heavens Incircling, 
and Containing all the other Bodys of the 
Univerfe ought to, have. the Figure the moft 

Capable, whichis the Round. Spherick,ér Cir- 
cular. The Second is, that the Héavens be- 
ing the moft moveable Bodys of the World, 
as we may perceive (by their Continual Mo- 
tions ) this Figure muft alfo be attributed to 
them, as the mott proper for Motion. ‘The 
Third j is, that if the Heavens were of: any o- 
ther Figure than Round,they would Interfere 
and Batter, or pierce and penetrate, in‘Ture 
ning,. and Rowling one into the other’; Or 
clie there would remain a Vacuum, or Empti- 
nefs, in the Angles, or Extremities of their 
Bodies ; ‘Which are abfurdities ,againit Na- 
ture ; "The Fourth i is, that jf they were of 
any other Figure than Round, then in the 
fame Day, the Sun, the Moon, and the other 
Stars, (the which heing carried about, by the 
Rapidity of the firft moveable, do in twen- 
ty four hours farround the Univerfe) would 
appear at certain hours greater, when their 
Approaches are nearer the Earth, which things 
never-come to pafs; fo that it muft be conelu- 
ded that the’ Heavens are round. ) 

Queft. 7. Why do Phyfitians forbiaus to 5 fleep 
on-our Back ? 

“nfm, Because that Lying in this Marner, 
the Reins are Heated. and Flegnt Thiekied, 
which Ingencders: the Stone: It heats:alfo the 
Flood in the: Great Vein called Cava,: and 
the Spirits that are in the great’ Axtery. and 
doth alfo bind.and ftop up the Paflages of the 
Excrements, fromwhich (as' Avifen faith) do 
pre oceed the ‘Apoplexies, Phreniies, and the dit- 
cafe called the Night Mare. 

Quelt.8. Wherefore do men {neeze more fly ‘nel, 
and oftener than any other Creatures ? 

Anfy.’ Tis becaufe they eat commonly thore 
than they ought,and of more forts of meats, be- 
‘ung 10t forwell and readily able tordigefe them 
as,ather creaturé8,great quantity of Vaponrs do 
afcend the brain, which doth endeavour to dif- 
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charge them by the means of fheezing, which 
proceeds, -as the Philofopher faith, trom the 
Lancing of the Spirits,when the moifture doth 
Indeavour to get out ; Or elfe b 
fion of fome raw and indigefted Humour. 
‘Moreover he faith, that Man having the Paf- 
tages of the Noftrils more ample and open 
then any other Creature, in proportion to his 
Rody, wherein are con tained more Wind and 
Spirits that do provoke fneezings ‘To this 
may be added, that Man having more Brain 
in pr oportion to his Body than others, fo hath 
he alfo more moifture, infomuch, that when 
he taketh Cotd, Great quantity of Humours 
fill thofe Paflazes, which being thruft out by 
the Spirits, there muft needs be a pains taking 
in this Confli@t and Noife alfo. . 

Queft. 9. Doth found proceed from the Knoc- 
king of tivo Bodys one againft another, or from the 

Air which is broken between both ? 

Alife, The Knocking of two hard Bodys 
one ° againft another ,is indeed the efficient caufe 
of Sound, but not the formal; for the formal 
caufe is the Colifion, or bearing of rhe Air 
between two hard Bodies - It would feem 
ac firft dafh (and there is much appear- 
ance for it too) that found is in fuch Bo- 
dys knocking againft each other, and found- 
ing: Even as the Colour in the Body Colour- 
cd, and the fmell, in the Body felling, And 
the Savour in the Body Savouring ; And not 
in the Air: Neverthelefs, it isnot fo inthe 
fence of hearing, as in thofe other Sences : 
Forafimuch, as the other fences have their Ob- 
jects flayed, and permanent ; but found is on- 
ly in that moment, that two Bodys beat the 
one againft the other: For found is made, 
not in the Beating of thofe two Bodys alone, 
but by the Colifion and Breaking of the Air 
between them. As for Example, ‘found is not 
in the Bell that founds, . but in the Air beaten 


and broken between the Clapper and the 
Bell

other like Inftruments, ot Mounted and Ac- 
corded in the fame Tone: If you found and play 
on the one near to the other, even that which me do 
not touch will found alfo ? 
Anfw. ’Tis becaufe of the Simpathy -and 
Conftancy of thé Inftruments. The Strings 
of one of which being pinched, the Air which 
is affected with the Harmony, doth affect and 
caufe to found the Strings of theother. And 
for this fame canfe, if you pinch a String 
of the Lute, the other Strings that are accor- 
ded either in the Unifon or Ofave,will found 
alfo , which may be proved by the putting of 
a little Straw, or peice of Paper upon that 
String s which vi fetouch not. And that we may 
yet a little better Philofophize upon this 
Subject, we may add, that we muft obferve a 
double Motion of the Strings of an Inftru- 
ment: The one is, that which beateth the 
ftring before, w hen the {tring is pinched , 
The other i is, that which beateth the Air be- 


sy the Expul- ° 


Wherefore 1s it that two Lutes, ‘or 
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hind, when it retires after that it is pinched; 
for the Warings of the Air, moved by the 
firing pinched, “meeting another {tring wound 
up tothe Unifon, or Octave, they do thake it 
and make it found , But meeting of other 
{trings wound up to another Tone, and out 
of the Unifon, or O¢tave, they do not finda 
like Difpofition of Motion, becaufe of the 
diffonancy and difproportion of the Tone; 
fo that they will not move, or found at all. 

Queft, 11. Whether do Stones grow in the En- 
trals of the Earth ? 

Mnf. To take the word Grow, properly 
for a Motion in quantity (asthe Philofophers 
{peak) oz. By the Neuricure received into 
all the parts of a living Body; be the means 
of the Organs and Paflages of it, by which 
the Soul may Exercife its Funétions, Stones 
cannot be faid to grow: But if you take the 
word Grow for to Augment ; There is no 
doubt, but they and all forts of Minerals do 
grow, ‘but *tis by the Acceflion of a proximate 
well difpofed matter. But for Stone, taken 
for the Stone, or Gravel, you may Read of it 
in our next Afercury.
